ADDENDUM

1. RULESFORESTABLISHING ELIGIBILITY TO RUN FOR THE NPPC BOARD

A. To be eligible to run for the NPPC Board you must be a General Member. To be a General Member an
individual must be at least18 years of age, submitted an application to the NPPC’s Secretary demonstrating
qualifications to be an eligible General Member, (established by signing in at one meeting between March
2014 and August 2014 and shall be affiliated with the North Park community in at least one of the
following ways:

B. A North Park property owner must be a sole or partial owner or designee of a real property within the
North Park community plan area. Designee is limited to a property manager or administrator A property
owner may have one non-North Park resident register to be an Eligible Business Designee

C. A North Park resident is an individual who lives within the community but who does not necessarily
own the property in which they live.

D. A North Park businessperson shall be either the sole or partial owner, general manager, operator,
director or administrator of the business or not-for-profit organization; or, the property manager or
administrator for the associated nonresidential North Park property. This shall include no more than one
non North Park resident, business, non-profit administration or officer or designee per business or non-
profit entity.
